OOKING through the pages of last 

-week’s newspapers in an attempt to 
find a current news event worthy of 
having a page of pictures hung on it, 
SATURDAY NIGHT was impressed, 
even astounded, by what passes for a 
“normal” week in these’ turbulent 
times.
